Garden Chrysanthemums are field grown divisions, shipped about Mey 15 if weather 
here in the north permits. They should be planted at once on arrival, well watered, 
protected from the sun for a few days. We pinch the tips about July 10th and ferti- 
lize with Vigoro or some other balanced plant food at this time, and again when the 
buds first show.
